Mr. Reid says in his letter: 
"In this morning's mail I re- 


ceived a copy of the advertise- 
ment of the Arkansas Bank & 
Trust Co. headed 'The Price of 
Cotton—What Does It Cost Yon 
to Raise It?' 
This should be 


very helpful in connection with 
the fall feed campaign. It looks 
now as ii we shall have a serious 
shortage of feed in a number of 
sections of the state, and that it 
would be grealy to the interet 
of the farmers to begin now to 
provide fall crops which ' would 
lessen the cost of feed .which 
would be purchased next; year. 
This shortage of feed is not only 
in Arkansas, but extends through 
out the country, so tha he, pcjce 
of feed for nex year will! likely 
be very high. 


"Our corn shortage 
Inj this 


state will average about 45 bush- 
els to the farm less than the 10- 
year average, and more nan that 
less than the crops made last 
year. This is probably about the 
amount which is fed to one mule 
on the average farm in the state, 
and will add greatly to the ex- 
pense of making a crop if his 
must be purchased along with 
hay or other roughage to provide 
for the further needs of the mule
